Religious parties in savage | 
onslaught on Alignment rabbi

The Knesset was paralysed from 
within for half an hour yesterday 
— and besieged from without. 

The Speaker halted the session 
after National Religious Party and 
Aguda firebrands prevented the 
Alignment’s Rabbi Menahem Haco- 
hen from speaking, with a chorus 
of shouts and protests. 

By coincidence, at the same mo- 
ment, handicapped drivers who 
switched their demonstration, for 
tax relief for car maintenance, from 
the Treasury building to the Knes- 
set, blocked the entrance and exit 
with their cars, preventing every- 
one from getting in or out — Knes- 
cer Members, visitors and journal- 

ts. 

Rabbi Hacohen was trying to ex- 
plain his abstention on a motion 
by the Aguds’s Yehuda Abramo- 
vitz, This protested against the desec- 
ration of the Sabbath at Ashdod 
port by the recent extensive issue 
of Sabbath work permits to move 
cargoes during the recent emer- 
gency and the ongoing period of 
congestion (as occurs each winter}. 

The “rabbi of the moshavim"™ had 
got previous permission from his 
faction to abstain and to take the 
floor, because: his faction intended 
to ask for the Aguda motion to 
be struck frorfi the agenda and he 
could not agree with this. (As it 
happened, the Alignment plan came 
a cropper becaise It could not mus- 
ter a majority). 


Hacohen — rabbinical rival 


The vote, which constituted a 
slap in the face for the Alignment, 
sent the Aguda motion to Commit- 
tee, to Transport Minister Shimon 
Peres’ undisguised displeasure. 

{Peres appeared to be whisperin, 
to Alignment Whip Moshe Baram: 
“What's happening here?” And Ba- 
ram, shrugging his shoulders, ap- 
peared to be grimacing back: “I just 
can’t get a majority together!"). 

The obvious cause for NRP and 
Aguda anger at Rabbi Menahem Ha- 
ecchen was his statement that the 
authorities did mot’ coerce people 
to work on the Sabbath — although 
they might be putting temptation in 
their way. 

Pandemonium broke out at that 
point. When Rabbi Hacohen was 
heard above the din to be apparently 
disparaging “Torah sages," his 
baiters took this as a reference to 
the Council of Torah Sages, which 
directs the Aguda’s political policy. 
Rabbi Hacohen, however, claims he 
was merely belittling the wisdom of 
the religious ΜῈ who attacked him. 

One of the underlying, yet more im- 
portant, causes of the attack ἰ the 
resentment by Aguda and NRP 
members at the entrance into par- 
liamentary life of a rival who sports 
Alignment colours and who is bent 
on separating politics from religion. 

Rabbi Hacohen is one of the few 
ordained rabbis in the Knesset — 
whereas most of the MKs carrying 
the prefix Rabbi, have not been 
granted the official smika graduation. 

The NRP and resent the 
Alignment fielding Rabbi Hacohen 
as their “religious expert” in the Coa- 
lition talks. The Aguda members and 
the vociferous young NRP members 
also resent the fact that the NRP 
Ministers have wrung a commitment 
from the Alignment Ministers, to 
eut down Sabbath work permits con- 
siderably — thus depriving future 
inter-party conflagrations of poten- 
tlal fuel. 

One vociferous young NRP mem- 
ber chortled in the lobbies: “We've 
given Hacohen the same treatment 
we give only one other Knesset Mem- 
ber—New Communist Meir Wilner!” 

Another walked around saying in 
venomous tones: “We'll show that 
hypocritical self-righteous impostor- 
rabbi!" 


Beduin MK says demolition 


of illegal homes ‘no solution’

‘The Knesset yesterday voted to 
its Interior Committee two motions 
for the agenda about the demolition 
of nouses belonging to the Arab 
el-Sewa’ed Beduin tribe in Galilee, 
which had been put up without 
building permits. 

Sheikh Hammad. Abu Rabia 
(Beduin and Villagers) said in his 
maiden speed that the demolition 
had been carried out by the autho- 
rities during the coldest part of 
the winter. The Beduin tribe had 
lived on the area, and built per- 
manent homes there, before 1948, 
but the IDF took over part of it for 
military purposes, Many of the vil- 
lagers served in the IDF and the 
Border Police, he said. 

‘The demolished homes were put 
up without permits, Sheikh Abu 
Rabia conceded. But demolition 


Citrus growers 
to get gov't 


‘consideration’ 


Alignment MK. Avraham Silber- 
berg said yesterday in the Knesset 
that the citrus growing industry was 
on the brink of disaster because of 
the steep rise in input prices such 
as fuel, at home — and the steep 
fall in overseas purchasing power.

After the 
calculations had been made, he pro- 
mised, the Ministry would give the 
growers’ claim detailed considera- 
tion.

WASHINGTON. — 
A RELATIVELY unknown senator 
ie from South Dakota, James 
Abourezk, has become the most 
vocal supporter of the Arab cause 
in Congress since his return last 
month from an eight-nation tour of 
the Middle East. 


Even ‘before his visit to Lebanon, 
Syria, Egypt, Irag, Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan and Israel, Abourezk 
had begun to align himself with the 
Arab position. He was one of only 
two senators who testified before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
last year against the U.S. grant to 
Israel of 2.2 billion dollars in mili- 

. tary assistance. He was ove of only 
nine who voted against the Dill, 
compared to 66 who voted for it. 

It was not until he released his 
newsletter, entitled “Toward Under- 
standing and Peace—a brief history 
of the Middle East conflict,” that 

his almost complete support for the 
Arabs was made clear. His press 
conference last week further high- 
lighted his support. 

This switch is embarrassing many 
of kis early Jewish supporters who 
were led to believe that Abourezk | 
would be even-handed on the issue, 
notwithstanding his Lebanese ances- 
try. (His parents emigrated to the 

. United States from Lebanon, but he

LONDON (UPI). Leaders of 
269,000 striking mineworkers, in a 
move which could eut short their 
three-day-old national walkout, said 
yesterday they are willing to put 
their case for more money to the 
government’s anti-inflation pay 
board. , 

Mineworkers General Secretary 
Lawrence Daly said the 10 million 
member Trades Union Congress 
(TUCi agreed to this although it 
Tefuses to recognize the pay board's 
authority. The board will start 
public hearings next week. 

In another development which 
eased the coal crisis, National Coal 
Board Chairman Derek Ezra sald 
the mineworkers have agreed to 
allow management staff members 
into the pits to prevent flooding 
or fire although they have barred 
normal safety crews. 

The mineworkers launched their 
strike at midnight last Saturday, 
dgemanding 2 30-25 per cent pay 
boost. The National Coal Board 
offered 16.5 per cent — maximum 
allowed under government anti-in- 
flation guidelines. 

Prime Mixister Edward Heath 
has ordered a general election on 
February 28.

Leaders of “Peronismo de Base” 
immediately called a press con- 
ference and denied Caride had any 
part in “the alleged plot,” claim- 
ing he was detained unarmed and 
in his shirtsleeves, while shopping. 

They also said that since January 
4 they had three times warned the 
President's office that the Argentine 
secret service was accusing them 
of mounting a plot against Presi- 
dent Peron's lfe. 

Commenting on Caride's capture, 
National Security Chief Luis Mar- 
garide said: “He was a militant 
in the resistance (against the army), 
but now he is οἷ a Trotsky- 
ite...

— A World 
Conference for the Liberation of 
Israel Prisoners In Syria is to be 
held here next Monday in protest 
against Syria's refusal to abide by 
the Geneva conventions, release the 
ist of its Israel PoWs and allow 
the Red Cross to visit them. 


French writer Simone de Beauvoir 
will preside over the conference 
which is expected to bring together 
some 30 prominent personalities 
from the intellectual, scientific and 
artistic milieux of several nations. 
They include Jean-Paul Sartre, Hein- 
rick Boell and Prof. Manfred Eigen. 


Israe] Supreme Court Justice Haim 
Cohn and Israel] families who have 
had no newa of relatives missing 
on the Golan front since the Yom 
Kippur war will address the con- 
ference. 

The Belgian Government Mon- 
day indicated that it will press

“You Belgian mothers who .have 
lived through the pangs of war aud 
waiting,” Mrs. Rotholiz said, “know 
what a list of names, a card, a 
few scribbled words, a reassuring 
sign of fe can mean. The Syrian 
Government is denying this to us.” 


Parents of missing plead for 


world outcry 


NEW YORK (JTA). — Two Israel 
parents, each of whom has a son 
missing in action on the Syrian 
front, pleaded this week for an 
outery of world public opinion to 
force Syria to release the names of 
prisoners of war it holds and to 
allow the International Red Cross 
to visit them. 


Identified only as Elias, a father, 
and Achsa, a mother, for fear of 
reprisals against their sons, the two 
parents said the only reason they 
know their sons were captured by 
the Syrians is that they saw their 
pictures in a group of 32 Israeli 
PoWs that appeared in “Time” and 
other periodicals. 

The parents appeared at a press 
conference held by the newly formed 
Ad Hoc Humanitarian Law Com- 
mittee of B'nai B'rith’s Anti-Defa- 
mation League. Judge Jack Rosen- 
berg, acting justice of the New 
York State Supreme Court, com- 
mittee chairman, said the group has 
sent a petition to the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission asking it to 
“take appropriate action” to end 
Syria's violations of the Geneva 
Convention. Copies of the petition 
were also sent to U.N, Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim, Syrian UN 
Ambassador Haissan Kelani, the 
Red Cross, and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 

Elias said that some 50 parents 
of Israeli soldiers have seen their 
sons’ pictures In newspapers or on 
television. “We at least know that 
our sons were at one time with 
the ‘Syrians, against those ts 
who have no idea whatsoever,” he 
said.
